at the states reached Wiscon- 
sin, Nixon's vote reached the 
667 majority which won him the 
prize, Ms party's 29th nomina- 
tion for the White House. 


And the Republican National 


Convention exploded into tu. 
mult, with cheering, sign-wav. 
ing Nixon partisans leading the 
•urging roar. 


The giant wave of cheers be. 


gan even before Wisconsin cast 
its decisive ballots. For Nixon 
had won its 30 votes by primary 
election, and the convention 
knew that made it the crucial 
delegation. 


Nixon wound up the roll call 


witt 692 votes. New York Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller got 287, 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
received 182. 


And when the call was com- 


pleted, with Nixon the winner, 
states which had cast votes for 
other candidates began switch, 
ing their ballots to the nominee.

York Imposes 
Curfew on City 
To Curb Violence 


YORK, Pa. 'AP) — York's 


public safety director imposed 
a curfew on the city Wednesday 
night following the outbreak of 
racial violence for the fourth 
time in five days. 


The director, Jacob W. Hose, 


said the 10:30 p.m.-to-daybreak 
curfew was necessary to "choke 
off" violence which began when 
roving Negro gangs started toss, 
ing bottles and firebombs. 


There were no immediate ar. 


rests or injuries, Hose said. 


Hose said the trouble was in 


the vicinity of the Penn Street 
area where violence broke out 
early Sunday, after a white man 
began firing a shotgun from his 
apartment window.

the latest attack as a myocar. 
dial infarction, characterized by 
damage to the heart muscle. 


They said Tuesday that any. 


one who has "sustained a recent 
infarction is considered to be se- 
riously ill." 


Soon after the June 15 heart 


attack, Eisenhower's doctors 
said that "the early period fol- 
lowing any heart attack is the 
most critical." They further de. 
fined the "critical period" as 
generally extending through toe 
first week immediately follow- 
Ing such an attack.

that the United States must stop 
bombing them before the talks 
can go on to other subjects.

ed the bombing. 


So far, he said, there had been 


no response that would justify 
the risks that a complete bomb- 
ing halt would bring for U.S. 
troops.

MIAMI, Fla. CAP) — In- 


censedby the appearance of po- 
lice at a black rally, groups of 
young Negroes went on a ram- 
page of rock throwing, burning 
and looting Wednesday night in 
a Miami business area. Ten per- 
sons were hurt and at least 40 
Negroes were arrested. 


Three hours after the first re- 


ports of rock and bottle throw- 
ing at 6:30 p.m. police said the 
area was quiet but tense. 


Miami Police Lt. Jay Golden 
said' 'some shots are beingf ired 
indiscriminately, mainly at win- 
dows, but no one has been in- 
jured. There has been no police 
fire." 


The trouble broke out in an 


area of Miami, some 10 miles 
across Biscayne Bay from Mi. 
ami Beach where the Republi. 
can National Convention was in 
session.

my brothers and sisters not to 
turn to violence." 


Florida Gov. Claude Kirk, 


also at the convention, went 
Immediately to Miami and or- 
dered 500 National Guardsmen 
to a standby basis. 


A leader of the black rally 


said Negroes became Incensed 
when police began massing for 
no apparent reason at the site of 
the rally in Northwest Miami 


"We were trying to give our 


people some of their black cul- 
ture," said Bob Johnson, a 
youth who said he was a nonvi- 
olent Black Nationalist. 


"The people we are trying to 


reach, they can't sit down in 
peaceful 
assembly 
without 


being harassed," be said. "K 
they don't stop treating our peo- 
ple like dogs and antoal", 
they're going to act like dogs 
and animals aftel nightfall." 


The trouble was the first ma- 


jor racial violence to occur In 
Miami and came about eight 
months after Police Chief WaL 
ter Headley announced a "get 
tough" policy on crime that In- 
eluded patrols on which officers 
were armed with shotguns and 
dogs. 


Three people were hit by a 


barrage of rocks and concrete 
chunks. A Miami Herald pho- 
tographer was "severely beat, 
en," according to police. 


Police said the rock-throwlnc 


began shortly after two dozen 
police withdrew from the rally 
place. 


However, police said they dis- 


patched 200 riot-equipped men, 
armed with shotguns, carbines, 
"plenty of ammunition" and 
bullet-proof vests to areas adja. 
cent to the trouble zone. 


As police withdrew twice from 


the center of the trouble area, 
stretching along 02nd Street 
from l£tb to 17th avenues. 


Police lobbed at least three 


tear gas shell* at a crowd of an- 
try, shooting youths after the 
photographer aid a patrolman 
werelBjvnd. 


A crowd police estimated at 


2,000 cheered as the yorths be- 
gan ripping down Iron gratings 
on store windows and carttag 
off merchandise. 


One car which was burned 


had a "Wallace for President" 
sticker on the rear bumper. It's 
white driver fled into a bar. 


Firemen reported two build- 


ings in the area were also set 
afire. 


Automobiles of whites who 
tried to drive through the area 
were stoned. Firemen were giv- 
en police protection. Some 200 
Negroes had gathered to attend 
the scheduled 12-hour "Vote 
Power" rally. The meeting was 
designed to air problems com- 
roon to their race. 


At 8:30, about an hour and a 


half after the trouble broke out, 
Miami Mayor Stephen Clark 
drove with a police escort to one 
of the troubled Intersections and 
mounted a patrol car where he 
spoke to some 200 Negroes who 
gathered around him. 


At first, angry voices shouted 


complaints so loudly he could 
not be heard. A Negro identified 


only as "Marty," who said he 
worked for a community rela- 
tions agency, mounted the car, 
grabbed the megaphone and be- 
gan to shout above the roar. 


"I know that you're angry," 


Marty began, but was cut off by 
a shout from the crowd— "we're 
supposed to be." 


"The way to do this thing," he, 


started again, but another shout 
rose— "is to get our pistols!" 


Nevertheless, Marty managed 


to get the crowd with him when 
he loudly denounced "the police 
coming in here with those face 
masks and those shotguns." 


He got a roar of applause

the "Eastern Establishment." 


White was a Dewey protege 
years ago, and Morton, Alcorn 
and Hall were all close as- 
sociates in the Eisenhower days 
of Republican ascendency. Nev- 
ertheless, these glimpses ex. 
emplified 
the a^essively 


friendly spirit to be found among 
the delegates and the political 
agents operating here. There 
was rivalry aplenty, and the 
Nixon camp was plainly un- 
happy about Reagan's raids on 
the southern delegations; but 
compared to the hatreds and 
zeal Of the 1964 convention in 
San Francisco, this one has 


been a love in. 


The hot-eyed motions of the 


Cow Palace have seemed to 
break through just once, sofar. 
When, on opening night, a mix- 
ed bag of Republican candidates 
for the Senate were trotted 
out to a quick turn on televis. 
ion, a shrill, fierce yell went 
up for Max Rafferty, the dem- 
agogue Californian who charged 
in from the right wing this 
spring to upset the moderate 
Tom Kuchel in a party pri. 
mary. 
It only lasted a few 


seconds but it was a moment 
of genuine passion, when even 
the long ovation for Barry Gold, 
water had seemed more nearly 
a sentimental offering. 


It is also possible—even like- 


ly—that Reagan supporters will 
turn on the pressure for the 
vice presidency if hispresiden. 
tial candidacy fails. Thiswould 
more than distress the mod. 
crates here, and if pressed too 
far mightthreatenanotherparty 
split. 


But the evidence so far is 


that by and large the party has 
learned the most obvious lesson 
of 1964—that ideological di. 
vision simply means disaster. 
Goldwater said it forcefully 
Monday night; every candidate 
seems aware of it; most of the 
delegates, almost fatalistically, 
seem ready to accept whoever 
wins the nomination and to go 
right out and campaign for him, 
even with gritted teeth. 


George Romney wanted des. 


perately to amend the platform 
to put in his pet anti-monopoly 
language, but forbore nobly in 
order not to open up the ques. 
tion of platform amendments. 
Goldwater's running mate, Bill 
Miller, was here strong-arm, 
ing delegates for Rockefeller. 
Rep. Mel Laird, who puttogeth. 
er Goldwater's platform four 
years ago, now is advocating 
Rockefeller for vice president 
on a Nixon ticket. 


This doesn't mean that all Re- 


publicans suddenly see eye to 
eye on policy, or that one can. 
didate is regarded here as in- 
terchangeable with another. Ev- 
en less does it represent a 
sudden upsurge of liberalism. 


Every speaker, as if doing 


obeisance to Herbert Hoover, 
has voiced the standard im. 
precations against the federal 
government, florid tributes to 
private enterprise and nigged 
individualism, and miserly at. 
titudes toward tax money. When 
anybody mentions law and or- 
der, and everybody does, the 
rafters ring; and when Gerry 
Ford suggested that no Repub. 
lican president would have per- 
mitted the seizure of the Pueblo, 
the delegates rose to their feet 
in one concerted knee-jerk. 


So it is still the Grand Old 


Party at heart. Row upon row 
of lily.white delegates gazed 
back at Ed Brooke during his 
tefnure as temporary chair, 
man; 
the old guardJMrksen, 


Ford, George Murphy, Les 
Arends—shared equal applause 
with the young moderates like 
Dan Evans and John Chaffee; 
Nixon and Reagan together dom- 
inated the delegates. 
Republican unity seems rath- 


er to be an act of will, a 
clenched.fist determination that 
the prevailing spirit shall be 
that of the so-called eleventh 
commandment — "Thou shalt 
speak no ill of any Republican." 
Even the moderate platform 
drawn up with so little real 
struggle seems more a product 
of this urge to unity than of any 
deep-going changes in the Re. 
publican psyche. 
Republicans, in short, are go. 


ing to be unified in this cam- 
paign if it kills them—and it 
may, if unity produces no more,, 
excitement, no more inspira- 
tion, and no more ideas than 
it has here.

Higher Education Plan 


Denison 


HARRISBURG..WhateYer hap- 


pened to the once loudly-tout- 
ed "Master Plan for Higher 
Education in Pennsylvania"? It 
was one of much work in the 
early stages and much stalling 
in the latter. Worse yet, the 
final chapter may never be 
written. 


This tale be- 


gins in June, 
1963, when the 
Legislature di- 
rected 
t h e 


State Board of 
Education 
to 


develop a plan 
to 
help col- 


leges and uni- 
versities meet 
the anticipated 
heavy educational demands "of 
the future". 


Early in 1967, following a 
series of public hearings, many 
meetings with an advisory group 
and various consultants » and 
an expenditure of more than 
$100,000 -- the completed plan 
was presented to the Legis- 
lature. 


By mid-1968, the plan appear- 


ed to have reached the end of 
the road. 
With only one ex- 


ception, all legislative attempts 
to implement the blueprint are 
now bottled up in Republican- 
controlled committees in either 
the House or Senate. 


The halt was not totally unex- 


pected by those who have fought 
this battle before, however. 
Bills to revise Pennsylvania's 
higher education system have 
been in the General Assembly 
in other years and met with the 
same fate. 


Senate Democratic Leader 


Ernest P. Kline, Beaver Coun- 
ty, dwelled on this in June when 
he urged the Republican major- 
ity to act on legislation to im- 
plement the Master Plan. He 
was talking specifically about a 
bill to establish a state-wide 
Board of State College Trustees 
to replace the individual boards 
at the 14 state colleges. 


"Bills 
to implement this 


recommendation were intro- 
duced in this chamber on Oc- 
tober 19, 1965," Senator Kline 
said, "but they died in com- 
mittee. . . (similar) bills were 
introduced in this Senate under 
bipartisan sponsorship in Au- 
gust, 1967, ten months ago, but 
the results are the same as in 
1965, 
they 
are 
commit- 


tee-bound. .." 


The establishment of a state- 


wide board of trustees is one 
of the major recommendations 
of the Master Plan. Most of 
the gubernatorial appointments 
to the individual boards are po- 
litically motivated, one good 
reason behind much 'of the cla- 
mor for a change. 
>But there are other recom- 
mendations in the plan equally 
worthy of consideration, name- 
ly:—Greater autonomy for presi- 
dents of the state colleges. 


—Expansion of the present 


scholarship and loan programs. 


--Establishment of loan pro- 


gram for prospective college 
teachers for full-time graduate 
studies. 


--Development of plan for state 


aid for doctoral programs. 


..Revision of the practice of 


providing state-aid to private 
institutions. 
-Creation of a capital assis- 


tance fund to encourage private 
institutions to expand. 


And here is the sorry story 
on efforts to implement the plan: 


-In April, 1967, the Joint Dem- 


ocratic Committee on Educa- 
tion of the General Assembly 
published a position paper which 
differed with the Master Plan 
in some areas and agreed with 
it in others. By May 1, im- 
plementing legislation in both 
the Senate and the House. 
-In August, 1967, Governor 


Shafer, although choosing to ig- 
nore most recommendations of 
the Master Plan, sent to the 
Senate (under bipartisan spon- 
sorship) bills providing for a 


state-wide board of trustees and 
for more autonomy for the state 
college presidents. 
-In June, when it became ap- 


parent the administration bills 
to the 
Senate would not be 


moved, the Governor offered 
two identical measures in the 
House. These were approved 
and sent to the Senate. 
As already noted all but one 


of the bills, including those of- 
fered by the Democrats, are 
lying dormant in either House 
or Senate committees. 
The 


single exception is the meas- 
ure seeking more autonomy for 
the state college presidents, 
which 
was amended by the 


Senate and now is before a 
House-Senate Conference Com- 
mittee. 


Interestingly though, the peo- 


ple of Pennsylvania, who paid 
for this study with their taxes, 
have yet to be told why most 
of it is unacceptable to admin- 
istration

m a k e r s , who theoretically

least, run and control 


the whole legislative show. 


The fact that enrollment in 


our institutions of higher learn- 
ing will increase by more than 
200,000 to an estimated 528,000

Convention Hoopla Costs

MIAMI-It's been a great week in Miami. The 
political atmosphere has been hot, the ocean 
cool, the bands 'exciting, the hotel lobbies jam- 
packed, the scramble for tickets frustrating. 


When it's all over, however, 


the cold inescapable fact is 
that you, the taxpayer, will have 
to pay for it all. You'll have 
to pay for the orange-colored 
elephant dressed In a mini 
skirt, the sky-writers.thatzoom 
over the ocean front, the red- 
white-and-blue decorations and 
all the other visible hoopla. In 
addition you'll have to pay for 
the invisible hoopla « the TV 
time, the organizers sentbythe 
candidates to each state, the baby-sitters' that 
watch each delegation, the travel back and forth, 
and many more state and congressional cam- 
paigns and finally the cost of the big showdown 
in November. 
This may be a very killjoy look at politics. 


Certainly it's something the public doesn't know. 
But the fact is that the public will be paying for 
these campaign costs through continuing high 
taxes and continuing tax loopholes for the oil com- 
panies, the real estate lobbies and probably high- 
priced drugs. For tax loopholes for some mean 
higher taxes for you. 


Here is how it has worked in the past: 


4In 1960 John F. Kennedy, campaigning for 
President, had given a pledge that he would 
curtail the 2?Vfe per cent oil depletion allow- 
ance which permits oil companies to pay be- 
tween 4 and 9 per cent taxes, whereas other 
corporations pay 52 per cent. 
After making this pledge, however, and as he 
got deeper into the presidential campaign, Ken- 
nedy was appalled at the mounting costs of be- 
ing elected President. Though a wealthy man, 
he faced campaign debts running into the mil- 
lions. 


In the end, a sizeable part of that campaign 


debt was paid off by oil men at a huge $1,000 
a plate dinner organized by the Murchisons 
of Texas. 
After that President Kennedy pretty much 
ignored his pledge to close the loophole in oil 
taxes. He submitted a proposal which was so 
ambiguous that Congress ignored it. 


Another illustration was what happened when 


Eisenhower ran for President. One of his-big- 
gest backers was Sid Richardson, the big Texas 
oil man, a Democrat. At first Richardson tried 
to persuade Ike to run as a Democrat. When 
that failed, Sid was quite willing to back a Re- 
publican; 
for oil is thicker than politics. 


He and other oil men put up all the pre-con- 


vention expenses for Eisenhower at the Com- 
modore Hotel in New York, later a sizeable 
part of the election campaign expenses. 


The investment paid off. After Ike was elect- 


ed, he signed the tidelands oil bill which Presi- 
dent Truman had vetoed, appointed a panel, large-

ly dominated by oil men, to make a study of oil 
import quotas, and at first gave his blessing to 
a natural gas bill, taking the regulation of gas 
prices away from the Federal Power Commis- 
sion, until the lobbyists spoiled it by contribu- 
ting $5,000 to an Eisenhower dinner and trying 
to bribe Sen. Chase of South Dakota. 
Seldom have the oil lobbies had their way so 


blatantly as in the Eisenhower administration. 
And whether Ike realized it or not, the oil com- 
panies figured that their advance investment 
in paying Republican campaign debts was well 
worth while.

It pays, in watching the presi- 


dential candidates perform un- 
der Intense scrutiny, to keep re- 
minding yourself of the rules of 
the game. These are relatively 
humane

der, they applaud the crime, 
the bigger the better. On the. 
Sunday before the convention 
opened, Governors Reagan and 
Rockefeller appeared before a 
panel of questioners.

This is almost certain to happen after the Re- 


publican convention today, and after the Demo- 
cratic convention in Chicago. The system is 
completely bi-partisan. And it isn't always the 
oil boys who pay and profit. There are others. 


At Miami the big drug manufacturers seem to 


by among the generous backers; also there's 
an interesting question regarding the long row 
of millionaires' yachts where various state 
chairmen and key delegates are being enter- 
tained. How much will the yacht owners dis- 
creetly influence future legislation? Some are 
entertaining for influence. 


But regarding drugs, there are no question 


marks. With the government paying for hundreds 
of millions of dollars worth of drugs under the 
Medicare program, the National Association of 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers has become one 
of the most powerful lobbies in politics. 


The chief issue is: the price of medicine. The 


drug lobby wants medicine purchased not by its 
generic names, which are dirt cheap, but by the 
highly advertised trademarked names which you 
see on television and which are considerably 
more expensive. The drugs are just the same. 
Only the name is different. 


This has been one of the big debates in Con- 
gress and the chief champion of the drug lobby 
is Sen. Roman Hruska, R-Neb. Significantly 
Hruska has been appointed on Richard Nixon's 
select nine-man board of congressional advis- 
ers. 


Eugene Beasley, head of the Eli Lilly Drug 


Company, is also on Nixon's economic com- 
mittee, wh_le two executives of Warner-Lam- 
bert, William Lasdon and Elmer Bobst, are 
very close to Nixon and put up $8,000 between 
them to finance two of Nixon's committees, 
"Congress 66" and the "Committee of the 
Loyal Opposition." 


But whether it's drugs or oil or real estate, 


big labor or big farmers, the tab for the Amer- 
ican political convention must be paid by some- 
one. Also the ever-escalating cost of elections 
must be paid. We cannot become either a nation 
of millionaire candidates for public office or of 
poor-mouth candidates who put themselves in 
hock to big business or big labor for the future. 


The Corrupt Practises Act, supposed to regu- 


late the expenses of political campaigns, is the 
most tattered law on the statute books. 


It needs drastic revision. This column will 


report further on this vital question.

lower wages for workers in the 
food industry, already among 
the lowest-paid workers in the 
nation; the politicians couldn't. 


Neither party win argue that 


lower farm prices will bring 
sharply lower food prices; low. 
er farm prices wouldn't. And 
actually any new forms of pro. 
tection for me food shopping 
public, such as more food in. 
spection or new ways to enable 
consumers tocomparlsoMhop, 
would more likely raise ttian 
reduce food prices. 
The political reality is that 


we, the consumers, are pri- 
marily responsible for our own 
rising food costs, and we ere 


not likely to change our atti. 
tudes or actions. 


This year food prices in gro. 


eery stores will rise 3.5 to 4 
per cent; in the first quarter, 
retail food prices already were 
up 3.2 per cent over the com* 
parable quarter-of 1967. 


In part, the increase is due to 


the February minimum wage 
hike from $1.40 to $1.60 an 
hour. Labor costs now take a 
record 42 cents of every $1 
you spend for food and these 
costs have been rising at an 
average 4 per cent a year, over 
the past decade. 


In part, the increase is due 


to farm price rises for such 
foods as beef, lamb, veal, cer. 
tain fresh vegetables. But the 
crucial point is that the farm, 
er's share of your overall food 
dollar is down to 38 cents. The 
farmer 
is 
once again in a 


vicious squeeze, consisting on 
the one side of rising costs for 
equipment and labor and on the 
other, of steady or dwindling 
prices received for farm pro. 
duce. 
This leads back to my con. 


tention that we are responsible 
for our own rising food costs 
through our own food buying 
habits, and Here's why: 


1) We are demanding, and 


paying for, a record amount of 
btflt • in . maid service in our 
food. Just as one illustration, 
in the 195545 decade, our use 
of frown potatoes jumped 325 


cent sod of dehydrated po. 
t, more than 500 per cent. 


We are now consuming more 
than 11 billion pounds of frozen 
food each year and the total is 
slated to be up to 24.6 billion by 
1976. 
2) We are doing a record 


volume of our shopping in con. 
venience food stores, and pay. 
ing peak sums for their' early 
morning openings, late evening 
closings, operation on Sundays, 
etc. By 1975, the number of 
convenience food stores is ex* 
pected to soar from today's 
8,000 to more than 20,000. 


3) We are eating out in res. 


taurants on an unprecedented 
scale and accepting price rises 
in eating-out at a rate o* 5 per 
cent a year. We are also 
gobbling up an ever«expanding 
array ol gourmet foods at 
prices fitting their "imported" 
labels. 
4) We are taking for granted 


more and more expensive spe- 
cial store services, ranging 
from air conditioning to carry- 
out service, check cashing, 
charge accounts and piped.in 
music. 
5) We are consuming a bet. 
ter and costlier diet than ever 
before..Since the late -1930*8, 
per capita consumption of red 
meat has jumped from 
130 


pounds a year to 174 pounds 
a year. 


No 
agricultural 
platform 


could conceivably touch these 
major forces behind climbing 
food pricear, and we would 
"eliminate" any politician who 
even tried it. 


Reagan gently advanced his 


own credentials. He was care- 
ful not to diminish those of any 
other candidate. 
Mr. Rocke- 


feller is not capable of doing 
that sort of thing. His entire 
hour with Meet the Press was 
a sustained assault on the quali- 
fications of Richard Nixon. He 
appears to be incapable of po- 
litical chivalry. For instance 
he was asked: How do you ac- 
count, Governor, for the in- 
disputable popularity of Mr. 
Nixon in the Republican Party? 
He might have answered that 
Nixon had a fine record, had 
served ably as Vice President, 
showed great strength under ad- 
versity, had _a perfectly decent 
set of parents -- something bl 
the kind. But no. 


What accounts for Mr. Nix- 
on's popularity, said Mr. Rocke- 
feller, was his service over the 
years as a "fund raiser" for 
Republicans, which is in a class 
with saving that what stands out 
in the Rockefeller record is his 
dedication to public parks. And 
then the governor of New York 
launched into a catalogue of dis- 
tortions 
and misrepresenta- 


tions which he rolled off with 
such aplomb as to win at least 
this observer's admiration. 


One of the reasons he is op- 


posing Nixon, he said, is the 
menacing power of George Wal- 
lace, an influence which he wish- 
es to suppress.

GYPSY JOE AND EMILE 


PHILADELPHIA. — In the past year, & small cult has grown 
around a mediocre Philadelphia prize fighter named Gypsy 
Joe Harris In much the same way that small cults grow around 
those third-rate painters and poets whose style of life and work 
oilers ripe and ready symbolism. Gypsy Joe, said the promoters 
and sports writers, Is fresh and modern and challenging. First, 
he does not train properly; this is proof he Is throwing off boxing's 
old rigidities. Second, he is a vague youth, given to going a. 
round the corner for a week; he is, at the least, Boxing's 
"Flower Child," to be encouraged and nurtured. Third, his 
herky-jerky, 
cake-walking, boogaloo, strut-and-spin, snap- 


and swivel routines in the ring do not interfere with his ab* 
sorting three punches for each one he throw; he will ennobls 
and purge the thousands who come to pay homage. 


Until last night, Gypsy Joe never, lost as a professional. 


He won 24 straight fights, mostly against fighters with con- 
siderably less plzzaz, color, style, soul, charisma or box of- - 
fice, pick any two. His victory over Curtis Cokes, the Welter- 
weight Champion, was in a non-title match, and many observers 
believe that Cokes could not, for one reason or another, bring 
himself to destroy a legend. 
Last night came down hot and wet and stinking in South 
Philadelphia, the air around the spectrum fetid with car fumes, 
pollution, wine and hoagie breath. Ol* Gyps was a favorite 
to beat Emile Griffith, the former middleweight and welter- 
weight champion, partly because Harris is a sweet homeboy 
who walked the ghetto trailing the tinkle of shoe bells, and part- 
ly because Griffith, eight years older at 30, was considered an 
abused workhorse who has pulled too many loads in too many 
towns. 
The mistake, of course, was in misjudging Griffith, who has 


trained and fought seriously for years because he is pressed 
by the support of more than a dozen relatives. But Emile has 
always thought of himself as the symbol of pizzaz, color, style, 
soul charisma and box office. He flounces through life dripping 
with jewelry. He acts bitchy and giggly by turns among people 
who respect his moods. 
While Emile might turn in a lackluster performance against 
some straight arrow of a classical boxer like Joey Archer or 
Nino Benvenuti, it was hardly likely he would stand around 
while Gypsy snatched his thing. 


In the ring, the two men looked very different Griffith is 
charcoal brown, his alert, mobile face framed by long side- 
burns his shoulders incredibly broad. His torso is powerfully 
muscled, and V-shaped: his waist is very narrow. His legs 
are thin and ridged with muscles and blood vessels. 
Harris's brown body seemed smooth, even soft, the stomach 


slightly swollen. His shaven head makes his deadpan, broken- 
nosed, sad-eyed, slack-jawed face appear even more vulner- 
able. In the first round, when Gypsy threw a quick right, then 
spun alay, a favorite routine, he looked like a trick-or-treater 
soaping a window and dodging around a corner. 


Emile had listened to his managers, and he played Gypsy. 


perfectly, ignoring the head-snaps and the shoulder rolls and 
the skip-'steps and the windmill gestures. Emile ripped hard 
left hooks to his head from the very start, nailed him with 
straight rights, shouldered and chopped in the clinches. Gypsy, 
pressed throughout, tried to tie up Griffith and slow down the 
attack. For all Gypsy's perpetual motion, there was no sub- 
stance to anything he did last night. 


Between the ninth and the 10th rounds, Gypsy's stool collapsed 


under him, a kind of final non support, and the fans concentrated 
on cheering the one or two gestures he might offer each round-- 
an abrupt about face against the ropes, perhaps, four, running 
steps in place or the convulsive sag of a puppet losing two strings 
suddenly. The crowd of 13,875, an indoor record for Philadelphia, 
began leaving before the 12th and final round. 


Those that did, however, missed Griffith's crowning gesture. 


Despite his marvelously controlled fight, Emile could not re- 
sist his own touch of flash, and at the end of each round he 
would tap Harris atop his head as they passed en route to their

NEW YORK-By the time the 


November election r o l l s 
around, presidential candidates 
will have spent a total of near- 
ly $50 million for their cam- 
paigns, according to Dr. Her- 
bert E. Alexander, director of 
the Citizens' Research Founda- 
tion. 


Before the balloting begins, 


possibly another $10 million 


to $21 million will be spent 
by state and local sponsors 
backing national political tick- 
ets.The estimates by Alexander, 
quoted in an article in Look 
magazine, show that the cost 
of campaigning has been esca- 
lating steadily: In 1952, cam- 
paign costs averaged only 18 
cents per vote cast but by 1964, 


the figure was 41 cents and may 
go to 50 cents this year. By 
comparison, elections In Brit- 
ain averaged nine and a half 
cents per elector in 1966. 


Up to convention time, Alex* 


ander calculates that between 
$15 million and $21 million will 
have been spent by the candi- 
dates, much of it going to pur- 
chase television time, travel 


expenses, 
staff salaries and 


opinion surveys. 


Before the Nov. 5 election, 


Alexander estimated that the 
campaign of former Governor 
George C. Wallace of Alabama 
will have cost an estimiJsd $7 
million.

"I am distrubed at the situa- 
tion in the cities," says John 
Troesser, "with all the unrest, 
racial disorders and other prob- 
lems, so I have been visiting 
in many cities over the court- 
try." 


About Ms future he says: "I 


have a Vietnamese wife, so am 
returning to Vietnam in October 
as a civilian. 


I have an 18 months contract 
to work with American coatrac. 
tors in Vietnam. I'll be work, 
ing with sheet metal, repairing 
helicopters." 
He flew hell, 
copters much of the time in 
Vietnam. 


""I saw both sides of the war, 


the South Vietnamese and the 
U.S. Army, because for six 
months I lived with the South 
Vietnamese people. 
Troesser explains that his 


marriage in Vietnam is recog- 
nized under Vietnam laws, but 
not by the American govern, 
ment in that country. He says 
he was too far, and in action, 
from the U.S. Embassy in Sal.

based on his book? 


Lewis, a former Philadelphia 


newspaperman, wrote "The La. 
mentfor the Molly Maguires" 
and sold the picture rights to 
the book to Paramount Pic- 
tures, now turning the subject 
into an $8 million movie. 


Most of this mammoth bank. 


roll was spent in northeastern 
Pennsylvania's hard coal fields 
— around Eckley, Jim Thorpe, 
Hazleton, Wilkes-Barre. That's 
where the fabled "Mollies" 
thrived—and died. 


The story deals with murder 


and violence in the anthracite 
fields when immigrant Irish or- 
ganized a secret society to fight 
the economic bondage of 19th 
century mine and railroad own- 
ers. 


Paramount calls its picture 


"The Molly Maguires" and pro- 
ducer-writer Walter Bernstein 
and director Martin Ritt insist 
their story "has absolutely no 
resemblance" to Lewis' book. 


Lewis, of course, mopes a bit 


today in his air-conditioned 
Philadelphia home because the 
movie producers— who just fin- 
ished hard work on the hot sets 
built in the real coal mine towns 
— aren't going to use a line from 
his book, and thus won't give 
him any screen credit. 


Lewis admits he laughs all the 


way to the bank (with that un- 
disclosed f Ive.figure sum he was 
paid for his story) but his ego 
remains slightly bent. And kid- 
ding friends don't help. 


" 
When the' 'Molly'' cast of sev- 


eral hundreds assembled this 
spring at Eckley, headed by 
Sean Connery (of James Bond 
fame) and Richard Harris, book- 
writer Lewis— "a coal cracker 
myself, born and raised in Ma- 
hanoy City"—was all set to host 
a big party, until he found out 
he wasn't being included. 
"1 thought maybe I'd flipped 


my lid," said Lewis. 


He's now working on a new 


book, based on the mysterious 


goings and doings of the Amish 
and others of the Plain People 
sects in and around Lancaster 
County, Pa. 


"During my research I be- 


came friendly with an extreme- 
ly powerful warlock who hangs 
out his shingle a few miles south 
of Franklin and Marshall Col- 
lege," relates Lewis. 


"Ihadto see this guy to clar- 


ify a few points in the new book, 
and 1 blurted out the story 
about the "Molly Maguires" 
movie. My pow-wower friend 
went into a deep trance, and 
when he awoke with a strange 
smile on his face, he told me 
he'd put a hex on everybody 
connected with the picture." 


Now, it is true that the mov- 


ie-making on location ran be. 
hind schedule, the accidents 
sidelined some of the cast, that 
expensive retakes were necessa- 
ry because the 20th century in- 
truded into the 1870s.

great distinction and should be 
confirmed by the Senate when 
it reconvenes," said Goldberg. 


On the crime bill, Goldberg 


alleged it was adopted during a 
time of stress and such periods 
"make bad law." 


Goldberg insisted the current 


growing troubles in America's 
cities aren't caused by court de. 
cisions that demand that police 
protect the constitutional rights 
of aU per sons, murderer or not. 
"It is imperative that we rec- 


ognize mat if the law is really 
to come to grips with the prob- 
lems of racial discrimination 
and poverty—the two great do- 
mestic problems—it must make 
itself felt not at the end of the 
policeman's nightstick," said 
Goldberg. 


"It must manifest itself in 


just and equitable provision for 
the righting of wrongs." 


Goldberg insisted the answer 


to poverty and ignorance in the 
slums isn't "the law of the po- 
lice blatter, but laws that pro- 
vide education, jobs, housing 
and public facilities of all 
kinds." 
"It is up to the law promptly 


to create these facilities where 
they are lacking, and promptly 
to secure equal access to them 
where race prejudice has cus- 
tomarily denied such access," 
he said, "m such an affirma- 
tive body of law lies our real 
hope for domestic peace and 
stability in future decades."

Every try making throw 


pillows and stuffing them with 
that shredded foam rubber?

helped a friend of mine make 
a bunch of throw pillows. All 
ue could find late that after- 
noon was the chopped sponge 
rubber that comes in plastic 
bags. 


I have fought that stuff for 


years, jamming my hand in 
the bag, grabbing a handful 
and transferring it to the pil- 
low. Let's all face it ...

a mess. 


After about the third pil- 


low, it finally dawned on me— 
why should I spill half of It 
in the bathtub? (That's the 
best place in the whole wide 
world to transfer feathers or 
any kind of pillow stuffing so 
it won't get all over the 
house.)

agingly with the nine. West 
continued with a small spade 
to his partner's ace; however, 
South ruffed the next round. 


Trumps were drawn with 


one pull and a diamond was 
led to North's ace. The closed 
hand was reentered with a 
heart to play another dia- 
mond, and this time South 
finessed the jack. East won 
the trick with the queen of 
diamonds and he shifted to a 
club. South played the queen; 
however, West produced the 
king for the setting trick. 


Declarer considered him- 


self to be the victim of bad 
luck in having lost both 
finesses. In point of fact, he 
had not given himself the 
best chance. When the spades 
are stripped out and trumps 
have been drawn, South can 
improve his p r o s p e c t s 
slightly by forgoing the dia- 
mond finesse altogether. 


It is s u g g e s t e d that 


declarer cash dummy's ace 
and king of diamonds. When 
the queen falls on the second 
round, the contest is over for 
the diamond loser has been 
eliminated, however, that is 
not the entire point of the 
play. Even if the queen does 
not drop, South will be able to 
endplay his opponent if West 
has the missing honor — for, 
when the jack is led next, 
West has no convenient exit. 
A club return is into the 
ace-queen and any other lead 
presents the declarer with a 
ruff and discard. 


If it develops that East has 


the queen of diamonds, then 
South has lost nothing since 
the finesse also would have 
failed, and he still has the 
club finesse available as a 
last resort 


It may be observed that, if 


East switches to a club at 
trick three instead of continu- 
ing the spades. South is 
almost certain to fail on the 
deal, provided that no one 
exposes their hand to declar- 
er's scrutiny. South is obliged 
to take an immediate finesse 
ir clubs and, when that loses, 
a diamond finesse becomes 
inevitable for, with only six 
cards in the suit, a play to 
drop the queen runs distinctly 
counter to the odds.

LOBSTERS, HOSTILITY, AND SHOCK 
Lobster fishermen use an automatic hauler fitted to the 


boat that raises the pots mechanically and spares the 
hands considerable wear and tear. Before the advent of 
these winches, their hands were continuously exposed to 
high concentrations of salt and rough rope. In addition, 
they came into contact with a slimy weed that grows on 
the upper portion of the rope. 
Calluses developed, but when moist, the fingertips look- 


ed spongy after a day's work. Salt water boils (ulcers) 
often developed on the palm. When dry, the skin had the 
appearance of finely grained sandpaper.

Studies done by Dr. Sidney Cobb and his group at the

tributes to rheumatoid arthritis in the wife by causing 
resentment and depression.

for emotional support are not met.

She had been 
brought to us in an advanced stage of starvation. What little nour- 
ishment we were able to give her was not enough. Jfter a fort- 
night's agony she died. 


•iafra's 14,000,000 civilians have been caught up in the horror of civil war. 
4,000.000 of them are homeless refugees, perishing in makeshift refugee 
camps or out in the open. Relief workers report that starvation is taking 
the lives of 3,000 a day: large numbers of these are children. 
Deaths may 


reach 2,000,000 b/ summer's end. International Cantos, using foods and 
medicines from Catholic Relief Services and other voluntary agencies, has 
completed scores of mercy airlifts into liafra. Mercy shipments must be 
Increased to save liafra from becoming a mass graveyard.

Luke P. Blackburn was the only 
physician to become governor 
of Kentucky. He served from 
1879 to 1883. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
A 


Missouri firm that received a 
$13.9 million contract for rocket 
launchers only tiro weeks ago 
•was charged Wednesday with 
creating phantom suppliers and 
receiving kickbacks on previous 
contracts of more than $47 mil- 
lion. 


The Indictment charges that 


more than $4 million was fun. 
neled to Swiss banks by the de- 
fendants "nell knowing that 
their Interest in accounts In 
Swiss banks could and would be 
disguised and concealed" by 
co-conspirators. 


A Nary information officer 


said the Indictments will halve 
no effect on the new contract 
awarded by the Naval Air Sys- 
terns Command on July 23 to 
Techfab Division of Alsco Inc. 
of St. Louis. 


The Associated Press at the 


time of the award disclosed that 
the firm's previous contracts 
were involved In a federal 
grand jury investigation. 


Chromcraft 
Corp., 
which 


merged with Alsco in 1966, was 
named a defendant along with 
the successor firm. Individuals 
named as defendants were An- 
drew L. Stone, principal stock- 
holder, chief executive officer 
and a director of Chromcraft; 
Francis N. Rosenbaum, the 
firm's counsel In Washington 


and a director; Evelyn R. 
Price, executive secretary to 
Stone; and Robert B. Bregman, 
owner of Bregman Electronics 
toe., of New York City. 


Chromcraft, and later the 


Techfab Division of Alsco, have 
since 1962 been the sole supplier 
of 2.75 inch rocket launchers to 
the Navy. The launchers are 
used for folding fin aircraft 
rockets—missiles fired either 
air-to-air or air-to-ground. 


The Indictment says the de- 


fendants set up two firms- 
Scientific Electronics Ltd. and 
Bregman Electronics Inc.—each 
to be "a dummy corporation 
subject to the direction, control 
and use by the defendants as a 
conduit for the diversion of 
monies fraudulently obtained." 


These dummy corporations, 


the indictment says, prepared 
purchase orders and Invoices 
for items "that Chromcraft 
would not and did not purchase 
nor acquire," but for which the 
firm charged the government. 


The two dummy firms sent 


their money to Switzerland and 
Lichtenstein, 
the 
indictment 


says, and the funds eventually 
landed in the hands of Hans 
Senn of the Bank Fur Handel 
andEffektenand Walter A. Lips 
at the Union Bank of Seltzer- 
land. Senn and Lips and Sean's 


bank were listed as co-conspira. 
tors but not as defendants. 


The amounts transmitted to 
Switzerland 
were listed as-. 


$2,227,592.13 and $1,180,692.10. 


Another count said Stone and 


Rosenbaum caused Western 
Molded Fibre Products Inc. of 
Gardena, Calif., to pay kick, 
backs of $663,481.05 through 
checks made out to five foreign 
payees. Western Molded made 
parts for Techfab. 


The indictments cover the 


years 1963,1964,1965 and Janu- 
ary to May 1966. 


Last spring, Alsco issued a 


public announcement that it was 
under 
Justice 
Department 


Investigation and said Stone and 
Rosenbaum had resigned. Stone 
and 
Rosenbaum 
had 
been 


barred a year earlier as pro- 
curement 
sources pending 


investigation. 


A telephone call by the Asso- 


ciated Press two weeks ago to 
Techfab headquarters in St. 
Louis, determined that Stone is 
listed as president of the subsi- 
diary and Rosenbaum is a 
member of its board of direc- 
tors. They could not be reached 
for comment. 


In March, the Navy filed a re- 


port with the House Appropria- 
tions Committee that Alsco- 
Techfab was its only source of 
the rocket launchers, "a pro. 
prietary item developed by 
Chromcraft" before Its merger 
with Alsco.
